In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  82-4002, 
R.C.M.  1947,  there  is  herewith  transmitted  to  you  the 
report  of  the  Federal-State  Coordinator  covering  the 
fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1970. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  established  a  close  work- 
ing relationship  between  the  Governor's  Office  and 
the  Montana  Congressional  Delegation,  and  seen  an 
improvement  in  the  rapport  between  State  agencies  and 
the  Governor's  Office. 

Among  the  highlights  of  the  past  year,  and  offering  the 
best  promise  for  the  coming  year,  are  the  submission  of 
a  proposal  to  establish  the  Missouri  River  Economic 
Development  Regional  Commission  and  coordination  with 
the  Department  of  Health,  Education  and  Welfare,  and 
other  Federal,  State  and  local  agencies  and  groups,  to 
develop  programs  to  benefit  Montana  and  the  entire 
region  at  the  Glasgow  Base  site. 

Several  inventories  have  been  completed,  cataloging 
Federal  lands,  activities,  and  expenditures  in  Montana. 

During  the  coming  year  we  shall  work  toward  the  contin- 
uing refinement  and  improvement  of  procedures  to  repre- 
sent the  State  of  Montana  before  the  Federal  agencies.

B.  Major  Federal  funding  resources  outside  of 
regular  categorical  channels  have  been  ident- 
ified, and  strategy  for  obtaining  such  funds 
developed . 

C.  Major  contributions  in  the  areas  of  liaison, 
research,  and  development  of  Federal  part- 
icipation in  Montana's  social  and  economic  growth 
and  community  development  have  been  made.

Recommendation :  Nearly  seven  hundred  million  dollars 
($700,000,000.00)  in  federal  aid  will  come  into  Montana 
next  year.  A  program  of  this  magnitude  deserves  the 
judicious  attention  of  the  State.  Accordingly,  it  is 
recommended  that  the  amount  of  time  the  Federal-State 
Coordinator  spends  in  Washington,  D.C.,  on  a  routine 
basis,  should  be  increased  from  50%  to  15%.    (Refer  to 
the  attached  letter  from  the  Montana  Congressional 
Delegation  to  Governor  Forrest  Anderson) .  Remaining 
staff  duties  in  the  Helena  office  should  be  adjusted 
accordingly. 

Discussion:  A  major  factor  in  Montana's  successful 
competition  for  federal  funds  is  consistent,  sustained 
representation  in  the  national  capitol  to: 

a)  Provide  direct  liaison  between  the  Congressional 
Delegation  and  the  Executive  branch  of  State  govern- 
ment. 

b)  Protect  Montana's  interests  and  influence  decisions 
regarding  pending  legislation  and  federal  funding  of 
programs  which  affect  Montana. 

c)  Provide,  on  a  current  basis,  information  to  approxi- 
mately 100  State  agencies  and  400  local  jurisdictions 
agencies,  associations,  and  groups  about  federal 
legislation,  funds,  programs,  policy,  and  operations.

SERVICES  PROVIDED 

Develop,  expedite,  and  coordinate  the  federal  funding  process  -  - 
advocate  Montana's  viewpoint  to  the  Federal  establishment  -  - 
liaison  between  the  Governor,  State  agencies,  and  the  Congressional 
Delegation  -  -  work  with  the  Governor  on  a  gubernatorial  level  in 
inter-state  relations. 


OBJECTIVES 

To  secure  increased  and  additional  Federal  funds  for  Montana  -  - 
to  improve  utilization  of  federal  resources  -  -  to  strengthen 
coordination  of  federal,  state,  and  local  programs  -  -  to  provide 
a  strong  advocacy  for  the  State  with  the  Federal  establishment, 
both  Executive  and  Legislative. 


ACHIEVEMENTS 

Broadly  speaking,  the  major  achievement  has  been  the  establishment 
of  new  and  improved  communication  links  between  the  various 
structures  and  levels  of  government,  with  resulting  improvement 
in  management,  planning,  and  coordination  of  resources  and  efforts, 
and  utilization  of  Federal  funds. 

1)  A  five-state  Missouri  River  Regional  Economic  Development  Com- 
mission proposal  has  been  researched,  prepared,  coordinated  (with 
the  administrations  and  Delegations  of  the  five  states) ,  and  sub- 
mitted to  the  Department  of  Commerce  and  the  U.S.  Congress  for 
approval  and  funding.  It  is  anticipated  this  Commission  will  be 
under -way  within  the  next  year. 

2)  Stimulated  and  coordinated  efforts  to  develop  regional, 
multiple  purpose,  federally  funded  programs  for  the  deactivated 
Glasgow  Air  Force  Base  site. 

3)  Developed  coordination  mechanisms  between  the  Congressional 
Delegation,  the  Governor's  Office,  State  agencies,  and  local 
communities  concerned  with  meeting  the  impact  of  construction  of 
The  ABM  Safeguard  system  in  north-central  Montana. 
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ACHIEVEMENTS  (continued) 

4)  Completed  inventories  of  Federal  lands  and  land-use  related 
payments  in  Montana;  Federal  grants,  activities,  and  expenditures 
in  Montana,  and  the  distribution  thereof. 

5)  Previously  unidentified  and/or  un-utilized  federal  funding 
resources  have  been  obtained. 

6)  A  system  has  been  established  whereby  all  applications  for 
federal  assistance  by  State  agencies  (excepting  the  Department  of 
Public  Instruction  and  the  University  System)  are  transmitted 
through  this  office,  for  submission  and  follow-up  at  federal  level. 

7)  The  Congressional  Delegation  has  been  regularly  informed  of 
State  agency  applications  for  federal  aid,  and  the  status  thereof. 
Their  support  has  been  enlisted  when  needed. 

8)  This  office  has  intervened  on  behalf  of  more  than  25  state  and 
local  applications  for  federal  assistance  for  which  funding  was 
uncertain  -  with  the  result  that  about  three-fourths  of  these 
were  funded. 

9)  Montana  cities,  towns,  counties,  and  Chambers  of  Commerce 
were  contacted  (400  separate  contacts)  relative  to  their  needs  for 
federal  assistance.
